In the latest revision to Clements, the Maroon-faced (White-eared) Parakeet was made monotypic, the 
emma subspecies (recognized as a full species by some authorities) was assigned to the Painted 
Parakeet, Pyrrhura picta. Although both the Handbook of the Birds of the World and Parrots of the 
World (Forshaw and Cooper) assign this subspecies to the Maroon-faced Parakeet, Pyrrhura leucotis 
must be removed from the aviary.
